STOCKHOLM, Aug. 30—Big fires blazed fiercely today among the 
scuttled hulks of Denmark’s naval vessels in Copenhagen harbor, and 
| offshore Nazi patrol boats and planes shot at Danes fleeing a new Ger­ 
man military dictatorship clamped on the rebellious kingdom. 
Refugees streaming into Sweden said scores of persons drowned as 
: Nazi gunners sank many small motorboats, sailboats and fishing smacks 
, in the Oeresund between Denmark and Sweden. 
The Germans Ignored the usual Copenhagen blackout during the 
night. Street lights blazed brightly as patrols in tanks and armored cars 
■ toured the city enforcing the martial law decreed by the German military 
I commander who had Interned the aged King Christian X in his castle 
and set up Nazi rule to replace that of the resigned Danish government. 
The fires In the harbor area could be seen from the Swedish coast. A 
series of explosions set them off at dawn yesterday as Danish naval forces 
sent the greater part of their small navy to the bottom. 
The Germans’ drastic action was the upshot of a series of violent 
disorders In the tiny country during the past two weeks. 
Nine naval ships, two of them small destroyers, reached Swedish 
ports yesterday. Another torpedo boat arrived at Landskrona last night, 
raising to 10 the number now docked in Sweden. 
One of the latest repents reach­ 
ing Sweden said members of the 
cabinet, including Prime Minister 
Eric Scavenlus, were ‘In intern­ 
m ent with Klnp Christian at Sor- 
genfri castle. 
The cabinet conferred with the 
King until the early hours Sunday 
before Gen. Hermann Von Han- 
necken, 
German 
commander 
in 
Denmark, issued hie proclamation 
at 4:10 a. m., announcing Nazi 
m artial law. 
The King threatened to abdicate 
if the cabinet accepted a drastic 
ultimatum submitted by German 
Minister Weruei £ 1 ^ Oik^aturdaj, 
The cabinet's flat rejection of the 
demands signalled the end of Dan­ 
ish collaboration and the «meshing 
of the German effort to eetabllsh 
Denmark as a showcase model for 
other occupied countries. 
Marine and Royal guard forces 
fought a spirited battle with Ger­ 
man troops who tried- to Invade 
the Royal barracks and naval yard 
in Copenhagen as the scuttling 
was in progress.

Large-Scale Raids 


On Tokyo Coming, 


Sec. Knox Declares 


(By Associated Press I 
NEWPORT NEWS, Va , Aug. 30. 
—Allied plans for large-scale bomb­ 
ings of Tokyo were hinted by Sec­ 
retary of Navy Knox today in an 
assertion that last year’s bombing 
was "only a small sample of far- 
bigger raids to coma”. 
In a speech prepared for the 
launching of the Aircraft Carrier 
Hornet, named after the fighting 
flat-top sunk In the Santa Cruz 
islands last year, Knox told how 
the new ship’s predecessor was "in 
for the kill at Midway . . . won 
more than her share of glory in 
the Solomons campaign" and from 
her flight deck “soared the bomb­ 
ers which pledged, with flaming 
blests on Tokyo America’s deter­ 
mination that Pearl Harbor will be 
avenged". 
"And that flrst raid on Tokyo, I 
can assure you, is only a small 
sample of far-bigger raids to come. 
"In 
her 
death," 
the 
cabinet 
member 
declared, 
"the 
Hornet 
made doubly sure she would not 
die. For, besides the new ship we 
are christening here today, we are 
e Iso to have the new Aircraft Car­ 
rier Shangri- La. 
"Of neither of these two ships 
can we ask more than was ac­ 
complished" by the first Carrier 
Hornet. "We are certain, however, 
that there will be new deeds of 
valor to keep ever-bright the mem­ 
ory of a great name. And we sav 
with confidence and pride: 
“The Hornet is dead—long live 
the Hornet!" 
Knox pointed out that the new 
Hornet is the eighth United 8tate* 
ship to bear the name, said each 
of her predecessors had "added 
glory to our flag". 
"But," he added, "this date was 
another significance in the history 
of our Navy. On Aug. 30. 1013, 
Admiral 
Dewey and 
the Navv’* 
general board proposed the cre­ 
ation of a department of naval 
aviation. 
Later trfat same year, 
this proposal was put into effect 
by 31-year-old Assistant Secretary

w illiam G reen’s desire to get even with congress­ 
m en who voted for the Sm ith-Connally act by defeat­ 
ing them when they run for reelection runs feverishly an extended visit in the west 
through his public statem ents. 
Adding fuel to the 
fiame of hta indignation, the AFL president m ade a 
remarkable statem ent before the Ohio Federation of 
Labor In Columbus. 
He said, referring to the Sm ith-Connally act, th at 
labor is willing to put the gun behind the door for 
the duration of the war, but doesn't intend th a t the 
gun should be taken away from it forever. T hat cer­ 
tainly was not the intention of congress. The Sm ith- 
Connaily act is ’strictly a w ar measure. 
The act is not an attem pt to revoke labor's right 
to strike—forever, or even in wartime. 
It is an a t­ 
tempt to avert wartime 
work 
stoppages and never 
would have been tried if labor had not reached for 
th e gun behind the door too often. O ther rights—the 
right of fighting men—were threatened. 
While Mr. Green was talking, airplane production 
was being held up in an Im portant plant of Brewster 
Aeronautical Corp. because unipn employes stopped 
work when four plant guards were arrested by the 
United States coast guard for refusing to take the 
pasts of duty assigned to them.

At that time chem istry was per­ 
m eated with a doctrine at which 
we can alford to laugh now.

was the concept of “vital force". 
Vital force was a kind of curious 
indescribable forco in N ature which 
was able to create m inerals in the 
rocks, and salts, and the extracts 
in plants, but which m an could 
never hope to control or im itate. 
In 
short, 
no 
chem ist 
should 
waste his time trying to synthesize 
anything—to make a new chemical 
out of two others. T hat was N a­ 
ture's business and required 
the 


ducts of N ature. And a fter endless 
experim ents one day in 1828 he 
was working with am m onium sul- 
focyanate an d he obtained a new 
compound which turned out to be 
urea.

week, then there’s another 
drop 
and all our work has to be done 
over,” said Lieut. J ohn Anderson 
of 8helby ville, Ind. 
Anderson is In charge of packing 
end maintaining the parachutes of 
a regiment of* paratroops as well as 
the parachutes for their equipment 
and supplies. 
In Ure big hangar, working on 
smoQth, fiberboard tables, packers 
under the direction of Master Sergt. 
Hugh A- Tracy of J amestown, Ala., 
were ex amining and packing some 
new camouflage ’chutes. Tracy was 
one of the original test platoon that 
formed the nucleus of 
the entire 
American parachute Infantry . 
He 
has been in the army three and a 
half y ears. 
O ther men were working on the 
24-foot 
reserve chutes each para­ 
troop er wears, and the vari-colored
